A Peep into the Bank of England, 


Tue Bank of England must be seen on the 
inside as well as ont, and to get into the in- 
terior of this remarkable building, to observe 
the operation of an institution that exerts more 
moral and political power than any sovereign 
in Europe, you must bave an order from the 
Governor of the Bank. The building occupies 
an irregular area of eight acres of ground—an 
edifice of no architectural beauty with not one 
window towards the street, being light«d alto- 
gether from the roof of the inclosed area. 

I was led, on presenting my card of admis- 
sion, into a private room; where, after a delay 
of a few moments, a messenger came and con- 
ducted me through the mighty and mysterious 
building. Down we went into a room where 
the notes of the Bank received the day before 
were now examined, compared with the entries 
in the books, and stored away. The Bank of 
England never issues the same note a second 
time. It receives in the ordinary course of 
business, about £80,000, or $4,000,000 daily, 
in notes; these are put up into parcels accord- 
ing to the denomination, boxed up with the 
date of their reception, and are kept ten years, 


at the expiration of which period they are ~ 
en out and ground ap in the mill which I sa 


ronning,and made again into paper. If, in the 
course of ten years, any dispute in business or 
law suit should arise concerning the payment 
of any note, the bank can produce the identical 
bill. 

To meet the demand for notes so constantly 
used up, the bank has its own paper makers, 
printers and engravers, all at work under the 
same roof, and it even makes the machinery by 
which the most of its work is done. A com- 
plicated and beautiful operation is a register, 
extending from the printing office to the bank- 
ing offices, which marks every sheet of paper 
that is strack off from the press so that 
the printers cannot manufacture a single 
sheet of blank notes that is not recorded in the 
bank. On the same principle of exactness, a 
shaft is made to pass from one apartment to 
another, connecting a clock in sixteen business 
wings of the establishment, and regulating them 
with such precision that the whole of them are

Tur London Notes and Queries copies the 
following extract from M. Maimbourg’s’ “ Hie 
tory of Arianism.” It will prove interesting 
in convection with the accounts of the modern 
phenomena, in which the st of the 
day abound:

his head covered, holding in one hand vervain,

of the writing inks now in common use is not 
caused by eny deficiency in the writing fluids 
thempelves, thus expresses ¢y'the stal 
cause of the evil: 

“ After a large amount of examination I am 
satisfied that the fault is neither in the ink nor 
the blank book manufacturers, bat in the paper. 
At the paper mills they use strong chemicals 
to bleach the rags, and before the pulp is suit 
ably rinsed it is ran into paper containing chlo 
rine, oxalic acid, oil of vitriol, ete., in sufficient 
quantity to spoil any ink ever made. 1 know 
this to be so, having often sold oxalic acid for 
the purpose—a substance which, it is well 
known, will destroy the color of the salts of 
iron, @ very necessary ingredient in all black 
inks, and having examined the chemical effects 
of the afterwards. It is my opinion that 
a blank manufacturer who would obtain 
paper perfectly from those destroying ageota 
—which can easily be tested by any chemist— 
would command an amount of trade which 
would well repay the extra expense.” : 


Tue Great following are

By the arrival of the Senator on Wednes- 
day evening, the reports previously received 
here respecting the destruction of Crabb and 
his party have been confirmed. From the Los 
Angeles Star, of the 23rd inst., we learn that 
Major Robert Wood and Major Tozer, who 
belonged to the expedition but who were not 
at the fight at Cavorca, had arrived at Los 
Angeles. They confirm the report published 
of the annihilation of the party—not a man 
being left to tell the tale! They know 
nothing about the boy that was mentioned in 
the first report as being spared. 

The escape of the above named gentlemen 
from the destruction which befel their fellow- 
expediticnists may be attributed to their being 
detailed, while the main body were at the Col- 
orado river, to proceed to the Gadsden Pur- 
chase and raise a company. They succeeded 
in raising a company of twenty-six men, and 
started for Sonora, expecting to be joined at 
Cavorca by a large force, who were to land at 
a point on the Galf near that town. In this 
hope they were disappointed. When within 
about two miles of Cavorcs, they found furth- 


about three o'clock, they were attacked by a 
force of 400 men, composed of 200 soldiers, 
100 armed citizens, and 100 Indians. The 
fight continued till nightfall, when finding their 
position perilous, they charged through the en- 
emy and effected their escape. . They proceed- 
ed down the river to the town of Oavorca, 
whtich they found occupied by a large Mexican 
force, and, in consequence, could aot enter. In

tar was no sooner made known to the inhabitants of 
that place, than they rose in a body, determined to 
exterminate him and his followers. 

The most intense excitement was created through- 
out the country and a large force was soon at com- 
mand for the defense. 

The Americans, perceiving the effect of Crabb's 
letter upon the community, saw distinctly what 
their fate would be, and resolved upon the most 
desperate measures, In order to gain the advantage 
at the outset, They commenced the engagement 
and fell back upon a house which they had previous. 
ly fortified, and from which they continued to fire

We are without intelligence of the fate of Rasey

The prime cost of such articles as now form the sta- 
ples of that trade, is but a small part ot the cost at 
the capital of Utah. Sugar, tea, coffee, spices, dry- 
goods, boots and shoes, etc., are the kinds of mer- 
chandise generally carried from the Missouri river to 
Salt Lake City. In San Francisco,the prices of these 
commodities range about fifty per cent. higher than 
in New York; but their transhipment from New 
York, to—say St. Joseph or Council Blufts—will re- 
duce the difference in cost twenty-five percent. For 
instance, sugar is quoted in New York at ten cents— 
in San Francisco at fifteen; but the same article 
which in New York is worth ten cents, readily sells 
in Council Bluffs for twelve and a half cents per 
pound, and so with every other article save that of 
tea—much used at Salt Lake—and which is cheaper 
at San Francisco than in New York. Now, ifa tam 
of four yoke of oxen will carry two thousand pounds 
from the Missouri river to Salt Lake, (the most such 
a team can carry,) the owner must be paid at least 
thirty cents per pound, freight, to realize anything 
like a fair compensation, and he will have travelled 
one thousand one hundred miles. This, without al- 
lowing any profit for the merchant at Salt Lake, 
would make the sugar freighted form the Missouri 
river seli forty-two and a-half cents per pound. 

The people of Utah could start from home with 
their own teams early in the spring,crossing the Sier- 
ra Nevadas in June, lay in their stock of goods at 
Sacramento or Stockton, and return to Salt Lake be- 
fore the close of summer—not having travelled any 
farther tLan the distance from St. Joseph to Salt 
Lake. Soin the item of freight (the main consider- 
ation in this trade,) California has at least 60 per 
cent, the advantage of the Atlantic side. Sugar, 
bought at San Francisco for fifteen cents per pound, 
could come inte the Salt Lake market at 30 cents, as 
easily as trains from the east could furnish it at 42); 
and so with all other articles of merchandise—the 
markets of Upper Missouri can never compete with 
San Francisco—and the only reason that this dis- 
covery has not been made before, was the supposed 
impracticability of crossing the mountains with a 
loaded wagon and the want of wells on the deserts.

He bases his 
opinion upon the fact that none but those who 
dined at the public table were attacked; and, 
as to the story of the rat-poisoned water it is 
refuted, because the tank is only used for wash- 
ing, while the drinking water is brought thro’ 
pipes from a distance. The sickness originally 
broke out daring Mr. Buchanan’s first visit to 
the hotel; it ceased when he left for Wheat- 
land, and upon his return, after a fortnight’s 
absence, it became again more violent than 
ever.
